FEWER RECRUITS FOR ARMY + 


Continued Activity in Trade and Eml- 
gration Have Affected Scheme |

t of Recruiting 

The annual repor: on recruiting 
the British army for the year ending 
September 30, 1913, published as a 
parliamentary paper, shows that the 
number of recruits who joined the 
regular army, excluding  re-enlist- 
ments, and colonial corps recruits, ; 
was 28,091, a decrease of 2,225 as 
compared with the previous year, 
while the figures for the special re- 
py te were 18,454, a decrease of 2,- 

The general results, it is opserved, 
have been disappointing. Whilst the 
recent increased competition by the 
royal navy, and the facilities for ob- 
taining work provided by the govern: | 
ment Labor exchange, have had an 
adverse effect, the poor results ac- 
hieved are attributed mainly to tcon- 
tinued activity in trade and emigra- 
tion. 178,468 male British subjects 
emigrated from the United Kingdom 
during 1913, and, though probably; 
only a small proportio. were men 
who would have enlisted, yet the re- 
port declares the men who emigrate 
in most cases leave vacancies in the 
field of employment. at home to be 
filled, perhaps, by one who in other 
circumstances would have entered the 
army. 

Whilst of late there have been 
signs of slackening in Canada’s appe- 
tite for unskilled laborers, it is dis- 
couraging from a recfuiting point of 
view to note that Australia has in- 
augurated a scheme offering special 
facilities for immigration of lads be- 
tween 16 and 20, the very ages be- 
tween which the majority of recruits 
now join the special reserve and the 
regular army. |

J. S. Dennis Says There is Only One 
Field Now Altogether Free, and 
That Majority of Settlers Will 
Come to Canada This Year From 
United States. 


J. F. Dennis, head of the natural 
resources department of the C.P.R,, 
addressed a large gathering of busi- 
ness men at a smoker given by the 
board of trade at Lethbridge recently. 
He réferred t» the wonderful develop- 
ment of the west in the forty-two 
years of his experience of it, when 
Winnipeg had only 1,100 people, and 
the district between that post and 
Victoria, was known on the map as 
the American desert. 

Urban deeviopment, however, had 
been far in advance of agricultural 
development. This brought the peo- 
ple of the west to face resulting con- 
ditions. The “hot-air” period had 
passed, and the problem to be solved 
at the present time was that of agri- 
cultural development for laying per- 
manently, the foundation of the Wes- 
tern Canada to be as optimists lookeg 
forward to it. The solution of this 
problem had developed a new policy 
with the C.P.R. Up to’%wo years ago 
they were merely sellers of land. Now 
they were colonizers, in that no laad 
was sold without an obligation that 
residence should be taken up and 
agricultural operations undertaken. 
How to get the people was the pro- 
biem. 

Difficulties in Europe 

In the British Isles there was small 
opportunity for obtaining the desirel 
agricultural immigration. In Europe 
the policy was handicapped in that, <2 
get the class of immigrants, the com- 
pany had to meet with restrictions by 
the authorities. Holland, Denmark 
practically the 
only countries open. In Germany and 
Austria an immigration policy was 
made impossible. In Norway it was 
limited, and in Swede:. prohibited. 
The company had, therefore, in fact 
only the field of the United States 
entirely available. : 

Mr. Dennic dwelt on the  import- 
ance of irrigated lands and the neces- 
sity for individual effort in prevent- 
ing any of the wrong impression 
which carried against them. It was 
difficult to obtain immigrants from ir- 
rigated areas and 60 per cent. of the 
farmers, who came over from the 
United States knew nothing about ir- 
rigated areas. 

Encourage Mixed Farming 

The speaker urged tle necessity on 
loards of trade of enlisting the sym- 
pathy and working with the farmers 
as the,only means for the desired de- 
velopment. To encourage mixed farm- 
ing was the soluticn of the agricul- 
tural problem, and to this‘end the 
C.P.R. in its ready-made farm pélicy 
extended purchase payments to twen/ 


|ty years and advanced $1,000 worth 


of live stock to those who intendel 
going in for extensive farming. He 
looked to )ittle agricultural immigra- 
tion from the British Isles this year. 
Though immigration would not be 
diminished he thought the bulk would 
arrive from the United States.

The total number of men employel 
in the coal mines of Alberta +28 
8,068 ani of thi number, the mines 
in the Pass ‘\cluding Lethbridge and 
Taber, employed 4,368, or 64.2 per 
cent. of the total.

CHEQUES AS SOUVENIRS 


Lord Strathcona Never Collected 
C.P.R. Director's Fees 
Lord Strathcona always boasted 


that he never had cashed in a cent 
from the C.P.R. in the shape of direc- 
tor's fees. After his death a number 
of cheques amounting to around $50,- 
000 and covered his 82 years’ direc- 
torship, were found among his pri- 
vate papers. They represented the 
director, 
and had not been cashed. As the 
checks were received by Lord Strath- 
cona they were filed away without 
endorsement. The executors have 
now notified the company that these 
cheques drawn upon it are held by 
the estate, and a formal claim has 
been filed, 

Lord Strathcona was a director of 
the C.P.R. from its inception in 1881 
to his death, Directors’ fees for a 
time were $1,000 a year, but latterly 
they have been $2,000. The estate, it 
is estimated, will collect from $40,000 
to $50,000 from the uncashed cheques, 
which Lord Strathcona kept as souve- 
nirs. 

His loréship, of course, received a 
handsome return for his investments 
in C.P.R. capital, both original and 
new issues. :

Father Gouy will rest in Edmonton 
a few. days, and then after a short 
trip to St. Albert for the purpose of 
visiting Bishop Lega!, he will start 
for Nantes, France, where he will vis- 
it his aged parents. Before his re- 
turn he will go to Rome for an aud- 
iece with Pope Pius, and expects to 
arrive again in Edmonton next Sep: 
tember, when he will go once more to 
Fort Smith, perhaps to spend the 
rest of his life in his self-sacrificing 
labor for the education and the up- 
lifting of the Indians. 


Soo Locks Busier Than Panama 

No less than 72 million tons of 
freight passed through the locks of 
Sault Ste. Marie, on the Great Lakes 
last year. These locks, which con- 
nect Lake Superior with the lower 
lakes are now a feature of our in- 
land navigation system, for through 
them passes nearly 75 per cent. of the 
entire lake traffic. 

To increase the facilities for hand- 


ling the traffic un the American side, | 
a lock of excepticnal size is under | solutely unique and to have no equal 
jin any other zoological park or gar-

The traffic to be handled is cnor- 
mous, and navigation is stopped by 
ice for or about four months each year

promptly and enable them to make as 
many trips as possible during the 
navigation: season. 

In 1905, congress authorized the 
widening of the canal, while in 1907 


an. appropriation was made for the} 


construction of a third lock with.an 
independort eagal. Ihe canal Widen- 
ing was completed in 1911, and the 
new lock and canal are expected to 
be in operation at the beginning of 
navigation in 1915, or possible earlier. 

It was subsequently consiered de- 
sirable to duplicate the traffic capac: 
ity as to provide against interruption 


to traffic in the event of any acci-. 


dent at the third lock. This duplica- 
tion is a feature of the locks on the 
Panama canal, where the traffic will 
be much less in volume than at “the 
Soo.” The edditional lock was auth- 
orized by congress in 1912, and work 
is now in progress on the excavation. 

With all this work completed, there 
will be the vrique spectacle of two 
parallel and adjacent canals with 
four parallel single-lift 1ocks.—JJn- 
gineering News. 


CROP AREA OF WHEAT 


One Million Acres More Under Culti- 
vation This Year 

One more million acres of land will 
be under cultivation this year than 
last year and in consequence, judging 
by present conditions, the crop of 
Western Canada will be larger by fif- 
ty million bushels, according to C. F. 
Tilt, of Winnipeg, Who was interview- 
ed in Montreal recently. 

“There have been a great number 
of settlers of the right kind,”- said 
Mr. Tilt to « corresponcent, ‘which 
is a good thing for the west. One par- 
ty, composed of German noblemen 
and their foilowers, have acquired 
90,000 acres of th. irrigated land of 
the Canadian Pacific near the town 
of llussar, ten miles north of Bas- 
sano, The leader of the party is 
Count Garnstoff, while one of those 
interested ad who expects to join 
the new colony later is Prince Radi- 
will, a blood relation of Wmperor 
William. This colony has strong fin- 
ancial backing and in a rionth 200 
more Germans will arrive.” 

Mr. Tilt, who is the Winnipeg man- 
ager of the grain exporting branch of 
James Carruthers and company, is 
very optimistic regarding this year's 
crop.

» RARE ANIMALS IN ZOO... 


Weddell Sea and Two Young Séa Ele- 
phants Besides a Nurber off; 


xs Penguins © ai 
In an interesting article iW Ate 


Scotsman, Dr. William 8S. Bruce tells 
of an unique collection of Antarctic 
animals that has lately been present- 
ed to the Zoological Society of Scot- 
land by Messrs. Salvesen and Leith. 

This comprises the following inter- 
esting animals. A Weddell seal, two 
young sea elephants or elephant 
seals, two adult penguins and two 
king penguins in down, one gentco 
penguin and one marcaroni penguin. 
They were obtained in South Georgia 
and have travelled 7,000 miles to 
Scotland. , 

Dr. Bruce believed that not one of 
these animals were ever previously 
seen in Scotland, and he is not aware 


that the macaroni penguin’ ever 
reacbed the London Society’s  gar- 


dens; one thing he is certa‘t. that the 


dreamed of | two species of seals have never been 


seen aHve in Europe or possibly in 
any zoological park or garden in the 
world. This is certainly the case so 
far as the Weddell seal is concern- 
ed. 

The Weddell seal was originally 
discovered by Captain James Weddell 
of Leith, who had attained the high 
latitude of 74 deg. 15 min. S. in tue 
Weddell sea. The longest Weddell 
seal that the Scotia secured meas- 
ured nearly 11 feet and weighed over 
900 pounds. Usually an adult Weddell 
seal weighs about 800 »ounds; the 
commonest species are to be found 
at the South Orkneys and Coats 
Lands; only 15 years ago, it was one 
of the rarest known mammals. Six 
penguins have been transported from 
the sub-antarctic islands of South 
Georgia to Scotland. 

The Zoologeal Socety of Scotland 
now possesses four long peguins. 
The adult king penguin has striking- 
ly marked plumage, the golden coior 
on the sides and front of the neck 
and upper parts of the breast being 
extensive and brilliant. It lays a 
lsingle egg, but bas no nest, the par- 
ents each taking turns to hold the 
egg on the top of their upturned feet, 
which a flap of feathers and skin 
covers. 

The migratory habits of penguins 
are interesting, as they are flightless 
birds and scem to be entirely aquatic 
in habits. The collection in the Scot- 
tish Zoological park is said to be ab- 


den in the world. 


MUSIC IS FACTOR FOR GOOD 


Arthur Farwell Speaks on Subject at 
Ottawa Canadian Club 


Before the Canadian club at Ot- 
tawa recently Arthur Farwell, super: 
city, divulged a brilliant address on 
ed in a comparative way the almost 
incredible response by the masses of 
that great city. He described the 
wonderful awakening of the people to 
an artistic sense pf the old masters 
and their classical compositions, and

}drama and the pageants of America 
as the new gospel which was to bind 
all classes together. 

Spéaking of the general awakening 
in all spheres on thought and science 
and its counterpart in music, Mr. Far- 
well said:

the expansion of the expressional 
powers of music itself, but particular- 
ly in what I call mass appreciation— 
the capacity of the people to receive 
spontaneously the message of music 
jat its highest without previous spec- 
{al or. musical training. This was de- 
monstrated at once during the first 
four years of public orchestral con-

There from ten to fifteen thousand 
people who had practically no prev- 
ious familiarity with any but the 
cheapest kinds of popular music have 
gathered daily during the summer 
months of the last four years to lis- 
ten to orchestral concerts given chief- 
ly to a presentation of music of the 
world’s greatest matiers.

Its symbolistic appeal swayed 
the whole town, and it had been dem- 
onstrated that it was a great factor 
in unifying communities and creeds, 
as mayor and boot black, minister 
and blacksmith, joined in the spirit 
which gripped the people in a musi; 
cal dramatization of the history of 
| their city or town.

Millers 
say that foreign trade is almost im- 
possible owing to the Increased ocean 
freight. A government owned Atlan- 
tic steamship line would enable Can- 
adians to successfully compete with

Interesting To Butter 
Makers and Retailers 


During the past week u case 
came before the courts which 
my be interesting to both 
wholesale and retail dealers in 
butter. J. F. Singleton, Chief 
Dairy Inspector of the Depart- 
ment of Agricultuee, Ottawa, 
making an inspection trip 
through Western Canada had 
occasion recently to lay infor- 
mation against a firmin Regina 
for having in their possession 
and offering for sale butter 
that contained 16 per cent of 
water. The butter had been 
furnished from a creamery in 
Brandon, and when analysed 
showed over 19 per cent of 
moisture. When the case came 
before the court, the defendant 
asked for an adjournment for 
a week to ask hitn to commu- 
nicate with the manufacturers. 
At the adjourned hearing the 
defendant pleaded guilty and 
was fined $10 and costs. ° 
’ The proceedings were taken 
uuder the ‘Adulturation of 
Foods Act, under which the 
manufecturer, wholesaler and 
aetailer ure alike responsible 
and liable’ if butter found in 
their possession ‘and being’ of- 
fered tor sale ‘contains ‘over 16 
per’ cent water, ‘which is’ the 
limit allowed by law. The case 
in question will serve as a war- 
ning to all and should also tend 
to protect the consumer against 
such dishonest and unlawful 
practices on the part of the 
manufacturer, who is generally 
the guilty party. At the same 
time the dealer who’ is équally 
liable is likely to protect his 
business by satisfying Himself 
of the nature of the prodacé he 
handles,

Lady Hetherington did her best to 
escape the ordeal of viewing the re- 
mains, but even when she had done 
so it was some time before she un- 
willingly confessed to identifying the 
body as that of ‘ther coufin Oscar 
Soral.
